The two gencral managers, Mr 
Liu Ching-yi and Chen Cho-!n, 
havo now taken office ag chieta 
of the two atr Corporations, 
Peking Radio added. 


In a letter to Mr Chou En-tal, 
the Communist Prime Minister 
and Forcign Minister, 
they pledged “to study humtly 
and work hard for the building 
up of the civil aviation of New 
China under the guidance of tne 
great Chairman, Mao Tse-tung.”

Victims 


Airlifted 


Johannesburg, .Nov.".15.— 
Three Dakotas of the South 
African Air Force were to- 
day working an ambulance 
shuttle service between Pre- 
toria and the sceno of this 
morning’s railway crash ‘at 
Waterval Boven, in Western 
Transvaal, in which’ the 
death roll is reported to be 
62 natives and one Euro- 
pean. The Intter was W. 
Green, the driver ‘of the 
train. . 


One hundred and six natives 
and four other European mem- 
bers of the train’s crew were 
injured, 

The accident occurred at 
130 om. this morning, The 
train, filled with 500 natives 
re urning home to Portyguese 
Enst Africa from the Rand gold 
mines, was crossing the flood- 
ewollen Crocodile River.,As the 
two engines pulling it reached 
the undermined far bank, they 
crashed over, toppling seven 
conches full of passengers inio 
the river 70 feet below. 


An unlfjured European, mem- 
ber of the crew ran back three 
miles to get help. Half ‘dressed 
villagers of. Waterval Boven 
durried to the rescue of ihe 
screaming passengers trapped in 
the crushed coaches in the river 
ped.

Washington, Nov. 15.—A 
report. by the Secretary of 
the United States Treasury, 
Mr John Snyder, said today 
that it was more {mportant 
for America to keep her 
general economic welfare in 
mind than to’ balance her 
budget, 

Mr Snyder ‘tly 
suggestions that the 
States should = return 
gold standard) or raise the 
price of gold, But he hinted 
brondly that he felt Congress 
should repeal all silver purchase 
laws, which réquire the Tren- 
fury to buy up the metal at 
above market prices. 

Mr Snyder's oviews were 
outlined fn a report to the Joint 
Congressional Sub-Committee, 
which opens its hearings on 
monetary credit and fiscal poll- 
cles tomorrow, 

Mr Snyder said he did not 
think that conditions required 
an alteration In the monctary 
rystem. 


“I am oon record as being 
opposed to any change tn the 
price of gold, and the Treasury 
j:. firmly of the view thot o gold 
coln standard should not be re~ 
established in the United 
States,” he sald. 

As for silver, the Treasury 
“had stated that’ it would Inter- 
pore no objection if Congress 
wished to eal ali provisions 
relating to the acquisition of 
silver.” Mr Snyder pointed out 
that present laws meant ‘that

silver production ends up in the 
Treasury because the | Govern- 
ment price of 00.6 cents an 
ounce !s well above the open 
market price of 73 to 74 cents.
